Cox, chairman of the Governor's 
Select Committee on Judicial Reform 
is perhaps best remembered as the 
special prosecutor on ‘Watergate’ 
who was dismissed by former Presi- 
dent Nixon in the so-called ‘Saturday 
Night Massacre.” More recently Mr. 
Cox has been representing the Univer- 
sity of California in the Bakke 
“reverse discrimmination” case 
currently awaiting a decision by the 
U.S, Supreme Court.

School enrollment drop 
gradual but steady 


Think back to the schools of the 
1960s. Remember the overcrowding, 
the double sessions, the classes held in 
cafeterias and auditoriums? Recall 
the spectre of fear that haunted town 
meetings, the possible loss of national 
high school accreditation, the hurry- 
up building programs. 

Are these all things of the past? 
Can our panic now be erased by the 
changing picture of the 70s? 

It's "ne secret ‘that school 
enrollments are in a period of dceline. 

According to R. Derek Little, assis- 
tant superintendent of schools, they 
have been dropping gradually but 
steadily sinée 1973. 

Little said that school ad- 
ministrators expect the downward 
trend to continue for at least another 
five years. 

The October 1, 1977 enrollment at 
Wilmington High School is 1,355, down 
34 students from the 1976 figure of 1,- 
389. By Oct. 1, 1983, the projected 
enrollment is expected to be 1,138 
students, a decrease of 18% 

Little was quick to point out, 
however, that even if the trend should 
continue, the high school, will still be 
overcrowded. It was built in 1950 to 
hold a maximum of 900 students. 

At present there are no plans for an 
addition to the High School. “The 
school committee will have to look 
around for other ways to relieve the

Little cited ‘the pill’ and a depress- 
ed economy as possible reasons for 
the drop in school enrollments. He 
said that people just aren't having as 
many children these days. 


“We are at a stage of zero popula- 
tion growth in the U.S.," he said. “A 
few years ago, the average number of 
children was 3.2 per family. Now it is 
closer to two." 5 

In 1973, the total school population 
in ‘Wilmington was 5,582 students. In 
1974, it was 5,415. It dropped to 5,050 
in 1976 and on Oct. 1 of this year, the 
total school population for the town of 
Wilmigton was 4,897 students. 

The biggest drop in enrollment 
between Oct. 1, 1976 and Oct. 1, 1977 
occurred in grade 11. The decrease of 
49 students may be indicative of a 
greater number of students dropping 
out of school at age 16 to take full time 
jobs. 

‘The next biggest decrease in enroll- 
ment comes in grades one and two, 
children who were probably born in 
1970 ot 1971 

Little said it is unlikely that the 
town will be required to build any new 
schools for a while. He said, however, 
that it is still too early to talk about 
clositig existing schools. ‘‘All bets are 
off,"’ he joked, “If we should have a 


baby boom or if the economy picks up."

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The March to Cambridge 


Revolution, as seen in retrospect, was 
200 years ago, at a place called 
Saratoga, in New York State. 

Until 1777 the war had been con- 
ducted mainly in the Atlantic coastal 
plain, but early in that year, in Lon- 
don, General John Burgoyne 
presented a plan to divide the 
colonies, to King George III. There 
had been previous attempts to divide 
the colonies as Burgoyne proposed to 
do - that is by marching south from 
Canada, and there would be later 
attempts, in the second war with Bri- 
tain, known as the War of 1812. 

Burgoyne presented his plan 
through the first minister, Lord 
George Germaine. It was to move his 
forces south through the Lake 
Champlain area, and to march to the 
Hudson River, where they would be 
met by forces under the command of 
General William Howe, in New York. 
His plan was well received by Ger- 
maine and the King. It was approved, 
and then those two worthies forgot to 
send orders to Howe, in New York, 
with tragic consequences, 

Howe was busy planning a strike at 
Philadelphia, using the Royal Navy 
commanded by his brother, Admiral 
Richard Howe, He had a well thought 
out plan, that became successful, and 
resulted in the capture of the capital 
city, and led to the winter of Valley 
Forge, for the troops of the American 
Army. 

Burgoyne assembled his army in 
Canada (7,863 men and 42 pieces of ar- 
tillery) and moved south through 
Lake Champlain. His route took him 
to Crown Point, where many of the 
Colonials had fought, only 25 years 
previously, and to Ticonderoga, taken 
by the Colonials under Colonel Starke 
only two years previously. 

Ticonderoga, under the command of 
General St. Clair, was abandoned. 
There were Massachusetts troops 
there, - Middlesex County troops. 
Every town in Middlesex County had 
its quota of men serving in New York 
State 
The Americans retreated to Fort 
Anne, and then on to Fort Edward, 27 
miles south of Ticonderoga. General 
Philip Schuyler was in command aand 
had about 4000 troops. He was being 
pushed back , and the Congress was 
not happy. It planned a change in com- 
mand 

Burgoyne did not press his advan- 
tage, however. He diverted forces, 
under the advice of Tory advisers, so 

ythat,he was delayed" in’ the 
* Hudson River. General ‘Are 
nold, on the westerly side, and 
General John Stark in Vermont 
thwarted the British. The Vermont 
troops inflicted a terrible lesson at 
Bennington, where Burgoyne lost 
nearly 1000 men, dead, captured or 
wounded. 

‘On August 19 General Horatio Gates 
took command of the American 
troops. Gates was a man who was lik- 
ed by the troops, and this, together 
with more state troops being sent, 
brought up the American forces to 
about 6,000 - as forces of Burgoyne 
were being constantly depleted. 

Burgoyne arrived at Saratoga on 
September 14, to be faced by twice his 
number of troops under the command 
of Gates. Burgoyne advanced in three 
columns. Gates controlled the roads 
south. His lines had been laid out by 
the Polish volunteer, Thadduss 
Kosciusko, 

On September 19 at Freeman's 
Farm the battles began. The 
American troops were in direct com- 
mand of General Arnold, who typical- 
ly and impetuously exceeded his 
orders to advance on the British lines, 
rather than to wait for their attack. 

The British lost 600 men, and the 
Americans 283. There are those who 
say that if Gates had been more 
aggressive, as was Arnold, the British 
would have had to surrender then and 
there. Arnold had the advantage over 
Burgoyne. It was not pressed by 
Gates. 

The final and decisive battle began 
on October 7. In command of the 
Massachusetts troops was Colonel 
Brooks of Reading. One of the: of- 
ficers was Capt. Cadwallader Ford of 
Wilmington. All the local towns were 
represented. The attack, that after- 
noon, was at a redoubt manned by 
German mercenaries commanded by 
Colonel von Breyman. Benedict Ar- 
nold ‘‘was everywhere." He had his 
horse shot from under him. He was 
wounded in the leg as the redoubt was 
taken. 

The loss of the redoubt was the dis- 
aster that led Burgoyne to start a 
retreat, at 1 a.m. on October 8. The 
surrender was nine days later, with 
4693 men. 

They had been on reduced rations 
for some days. General Burgoyne, 
splendidly caprisoned, presented his 
sword to General Gates as the 
Anjerican troops watched in solid 
lines, and their fifers played “Yankee 
Doodle."" 

The surrender had been ac- 
complished. The turning point of the

career can, in one sense at least, be 
followed by the title given him as each 
of the children was born, according to 
the Tewksbury records. 

When Silas, the future owner of the 
Harnden Tavern was born the rank 
was Major. Before that no rank was 
shown. For Benjamin, Betsy and 
Jerusha, all of whom were born sub- 
sequent to 1780, the title shown was 
Colonel. 

Molly Brown, (the name was later 
changed to Mary) was of the French 
family - a name still well known in 
Tewksbury, and her grandfather was 
of the Manning family. 

The Journal of Dr. Huse is of in- 
terest. He kept his accounts in 
pounds, shilling and pence, not yet be- 
ing accustomed to the Continental 
currency, or perhaps disdaining it 
Thus 1 - 0 - 0 would be one pound, no 
shilling and no pence, and 0 - 1'- 0 
would be one shilling no pence. The 
good doctor recorded every expense, 
and the distance he marched, and the 
places he stayed. 

The record was found later, un 
corrected, in its original form, in the 
Harnden Tavern, and is today the 
property of a descendant, Mrs. Alice 
Hathaway Dillaway of Waltham

Dr. Stephen Huse was the grand- 
father of the lady who became Mrs. 
Silas Brown, the wife of the Dr. Silas 
Brown who purchased the Harnden 
Tavern in North Wilmington about 
1816. That building, a landmark, is 
now town property and an historical 


Dr. Silas Brown was the son of the 
Colonel Johnathan Brown of 
Tewksbury who owned the Brown 
Tavern, now a, Tewksbury landmark. 
The Brown family in Tewksbury dated 
back over 100 years earlier, and in 
that part of Billerica which later 
became a part of Tewksbury it was 
recorded that the Brown family had 
their home on the banks of the 


Between Dr. Huse and Dr. Brown 
there is a gap of one generation. If the 
legends of Wilmington are true, Dr. 
Brown was to become the progenitor 
of five generations of physicians. 


Dr. Johnathan Brown 


One of these was Dr. Johnathan 
Brown, son of Silas. Dr. Johnathan 
married Olive, the daughter of Eldad 
Carter, who lived on what is now 
Shawsheen Avenue in Wilmington. Dr. 
Johnathan then took over a part of his 
father's medical practice, that part 
which was in Tewksbury. Where he 
lived is not known - possibly it was in 
the Brown Tavern. 

When the Tewksbury Almshouse 
was founded, about 1850, Dr 
Johnathan Brown was named the first 
superintendent. That is, now, the 
State Hospital, Tewksbury Hospital. 

It is further recorded that when the 
Civil War began Dr. Johnathan Brown 
volunteered his services as a surgeon 
for the armies of General MaClellan. 
Dr. Silas, a Swedeborgian, was an ar- 
dent anti-slavery man. Presumably 
his son followed in the same beliefs. 

Dr. Johnathan is recorded as having 
been in the south, with Gen. 


McClellan. This, of course, was the 
Peninsular - the attempt to march to 
Richmond in 1862, with the subsequent 
bloody. fighting that occured. Dr. 
Johnathan became ill (malaria?) and 
had to return to Tewksbury. 


One of the nice legends about Dr. 
Silas Brown says that during that war 
he used to sit in the middle upstairs’ 
window of the Harnden Tavern, in the 
south facing the sun, and write letters 
to his son in the Union Army. It can 
well be believed. 

Dr. Johnathan, after his return, 
battled unsuccessfully against his 
malady, and he died in 1867. His 
widow, Olive, spent many subsequent 
years caring for a sister in Boston, 
Lydia Hathaway, After the death of 
Lydia Olive moved to Vancouver, 
British Columbia, There she lived out 
her life, never to return to New 
England
